Claim 43 (Withdrawn): A method for attracting Aedes aegypti, , Aedes albopictus, and 
Anopheles ablimus comprising exposing an environment with a composition comprising 
mosquito attracting amounts of lactic acid and butanone. 

Claim 44 (Withdrawn): The method of claim 43 wherein said composition further comprises 
dimethyl disulfide.

Claim 48 (Withdrawn): A composition consisting of mosquito attracting amounts of glycolic 
acid and acetone.

Claim 51 (Withdrawn): A method for attracting mosquito consisting essentially of mosquito 
attracting amounts of lactic acid, butanone and dimethyl disulfide.

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Claim 56 (New): A method for attracting Aedes aegypti, Aedes albopictus, ox Anopheles 
albimanus comprising exposing an environment with a composition comprising Aedes aegypti, 
Aedes albopictus, ox Anopheles albimanus attracting amounts of lactic acid and butanone. 

Claim 57 (New): The method of claim 56 wherein said composition further comprises dimethyl 
disulfide. 

Claim 58 (New): A composition consisting of Aedes aegypti, Aedes albopictus, or Anopheles 
albimanus attracting amounts of glycolic acid and acetone. 

Claim 59 (New): A method for attracting A edes aegypti, Aedes albopictus, or Anopheles 
albimanus consisting essentially of Aedes aegypti, Aedes albopictus, or Anopheles albimanus 
attracting amounts of lactic acid, butanone and dimethyl disulfide.
